Editors Constitution: In reading the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature, as published in 
your paper, I notice various bills have been 
introduced proposing an increase of ‘the pay 
of jurors in certain counties. Now is this 


not all wrong? Is not a great deal of time 
unnecessarily consumed by the Legislature in 
disposing of all those bills, which are merely 
local in their application? Can not the 
whole evil which those bills propose to rem- 
edy be reached by one general law? No one, 
for one moment, will contend that the pay 
of jurors at present is adequate. One dollar 
per day will not pay their hotel expenses, to 
say nothing of the loss of time 
in their business pursuits How, then 
is their pay to be increased, without burthen-. 
ing the people with additional taxation ? Can 
it not be done by reducing the number of 
grand jurors from twenty-three to thirteen— 
twelve of whom may act—and by dispensing 
with one panel of the traverse jury? By 
doing this you reduce the number of each: 
term of the Superior Court from forty-seven 
to twenty-five; thus saving twenty-two dol- 
lars per day, which, given to the twenty-five, 
will make their pay nearly twodollars. Some 
one may say that this will retard the business 
of Court.

To this reasonable objection I have the fol- 
lowing reply to make, viz: 

The University does not propose to maze 
its tuition free in the Academic Department, 
in which alone it is a competitor of the de- 
nominational colleges, but only te offer gra- 


‘toiteous education in the post yracuale, scien- 


tific and industrial schools, in which these 
colleges will have no common ground with 
the State University at vil. The trustees 
oifer to every graduate of any other college 
i: Georgia a ticket free in these schools for 
the establishment of which they are soliciting 
tiis endowninent, so that the measure, instead 
of injuring the denominational colleges, wi 
greatly and immediately benefit them. Dtu- 
vents will be attracted to these colleges aa a 
preparation for admission into the post 
graduate courses at the University. A youth 
cannot enter the engineering school, for ex 

ample, until ne has « sub-stratum of prep-ra- 
tory mathematics at Kmory or Mercer or 
Oglethorpe. He will be induced to go to 
ine of these institations in order to gain this 
absolutely. necessary preliminary education. 
ile will be more likely to goto one of the 
other colleges than to the Academic Depart- 
ment of the University, because ¢T their 
lower tuition feces and cheaper board. 

And, more than this, every close observer 
has seen in the history of other nations that 
exactly in proportion as the appliances of 
education are increased is the interest of the 
people at large in the subject enhanced. 

The denominational colleges bave done, 
are still doing, and will yet do a great work 
in the good cause of liberal culture, and this 
meusure is meant to increase thess powers 
and to enlarge their usefulness. They have 
not the means of doing this peculiar, post- 
vraduate work, however, which it is the 
wish of the university to do, and the Consti 
tution of the State prohil its the Legisiature 
from giving them these means. Surely then 
they will not object to the States having the 
work done by another institution which sbe 
can not aid them in doing! Surely | need 
not refer them to Acsop’s fable of the “Dog 
in the Manger!’ No enlightened churchman 
can liarbor an objection for a moment, after

It isa set- 
tied rule, both of law and of common sense, 
that no man suould be compelled or permit- 
ted to sit in judg. n: nt upon Lisiown rights— 
not only because tlie selfishness of human na- 
vure leads one to judge in his own favor, but 
because 4 proud man would prefer to suacri- 
fice his own rights rather than subject him- 
scif to the suspicious of ungenerous critics. 
In 0 important a Jaw as that now proposed, 
the people are entitled to the free judgment 
of both the Legislature and the Executive. 
Nothing is more carcfully guarded against 
in the Constituiion than the happening of a 
contingency in which a public officer shall be- 
come personally interested in the exercise of 
the duties of his office. r 

If the Governor be impeached, even, the 
President of the Senate is, upon the trial, to 
vacate hia seat, since, if conviction takes 
place, he becom:s clothed with the functions 
of the Governor.

The Constitution, article four, section one 
paragraph four is as follows: “ In case of

‘ase Of the death, regignation or disability of 
the President of the Senate, the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives shall exercise 
the Executive powers of the Government un- 
til the removal of the disability, or the elee- 
tion and qualification of a Governor. The 
General Assembly shall have power to pro- 
vide by law for filling unexpired -terms by a 
pecial election.” p 

Without doubt it is upon the last sentence 
of this quotation from the Constitution that 
this bill is founded, 

The bill is entitled “an act to provide for 
i special election for Governor, to fill the 
unexpired term of Rufas %. Bullock, late 
Governor, and for other purposes.” It pro- 

ides that an election shall be held on 4 

ixed day, to-wit: The third Tuesday in 
December, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, for that purpose. P a 

In my judgment, the clause of the Consti- 
tution referred to does not authorize, or 
justify, such a law. The language is, “The 
General Assembly shall have power to pro- 
vide by law for filling unexpired terms by a 
special election.’ 

[t was contemplated that the General As- 
scinbly should provide, by a general law, not 
for filling a particular unexpired term, but 
for filing unexpired terms generally. No 
man can read this language of the Constitu- 
tion without feeling that it is a very strained 
construction, to say the least of it, to hold 
that it authorizes a special law for a special 
case. The language is unsuited to such an 
idea. The word terms indicates ciearly thai 
a general law is meant, passed in view of the 

eacral public good, aud looking to future 

vacancies, and nottoone that has already 
The action now taken can only 
be called a law by courtesy. It is rather an 
der than a law, as is indicated by the con- 
stant use of that term when speaking of it in 
common conversation. It does not provide 
for future events, but for one past event. 

Upon the resignation of Governor Bullock, 
[ was informed thereof by the Secretary of 
State, and, on the 30th day of October of this 
year, in pursuance of section one hundred and 
twenty-seven of the Code of Georgia, I ap- 
peared gf the capitol and took the oath of of- 
fice, an@tle same was entered upon the min- 
utes of the Executive office, as required by 
the section of the Code just cited. That oath 
was in these words, as prescribed by the Con- 
stitution: “I do solemnly swear that I wil) 
faithfully execute the office of Governor of 
the State of Georgia, and will, to the best of 
my ability, preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution thereof, anc of the United States 
of America.” 

At the time I took said cath there was no 
law in this State for filling anexpired guber 
natorial terme by a special election. The 
Constitution was the only Jaw. That con- 
ferred the office upon the President of the 
Senate, until the regular election for a Gov 
ernor, in the mode aml at the time thercia 
providedt. 

Is it competent for the General Assembly, 
under the clause authorizing it to provide by 
law for filling unexpired terms, to order an 
election, by a special act,io fill a term al- 
ready filled according to the Censtitation ? 
Section twenty-six of article one of the 
Constitution provides that “Laws shall have 
& general operation, and no general law, af- 
fecting private rights, shall be varied in any 
particular case by special legislation, except 
with the free consent, in writing, of all per 
sons to be affected thereby.” 

At the time Governor Bullock resigned, 
and the oath to “execute the office of Gov- 
ernor of the State of (ieorgia” was admin- 
istered to me, it was the general law that the 
President of the Senate should exercise the 
duties of Governor until the regular @ection,

having the highest number of votes; who 
shall be in life, and shall not decline aa elee- 
tion at the time appointed for the 

ture to elect, the General Assembly shal! im- 
wiediutely ciect a Governor viva voce; and in 
ail cases of election of a Governor by the 
General Assembly, a majority of: the votes of 
fhe members present ghall be n for a 
ch ice. Contested elections shail be deter- 
mined by both houses of the General Assem 
Wy, in such manner as shail be prescribed by 
law.” 

I am aware of the claim that these provi- 

sions do not apply to special elections to fill 
unexpired terms; since it is contended the 
power to provide by law for filiing such 
terme includes the mode by which the result 
of those eleciions shall be ascertained and 
lisclosed. But nothing is more clear to my 
mind than that all parts of the Constitution 
are to be considered together—that no part 
thereof is to be ignored. It will hardly be con- 
tended that this power to provide by law for 
filling unexpired terms is to be construed as 
though it stood alone. May the General 
Assembly, in the exercise of this power, say 
who shall vote at the election? Who should 
be eligible to the office? Who shall open 
the returns, declare tle result and decide the 
controversy if there be no majority, or if the 
election be contested ? 
It seems to me that the clause conferring 
the power to provide by law for filling unex- 
pired terms by special election,is to Le read and 
understood with this qualificetion—that the 
General Assembly, in the exercise of the 
power, is to be restraincdand counteracted by 
any Olber part of the Constitution applicable 
tothe mattcr. As the Constitution fixes the 
qualifications of voters, the eligibility of can- 
didates and the mode of transmitting and 
epening the returns and declaring the result; 
as it provides that the person elected shal] 
have a majority of the votes cast; and what 
shall happen if no one receives that majori- 
ty ; and also provides what body shall decide 
the controversy, if there be a contested elec- 
tion. As all these things are provided for in 
detail in the Constitution, and are, by the ex- 
press words used, declared to apply to every 
election for Governor, it is a very unfair con- 
struction to say that they apply only to the 
regular quadrennial election, and not to the 
special eiections to be provided for by law 
for filling unexpired terms. 

The true rule of construction would be, as 
I think, that every provision in this para- 
graph not positively inconsistent with the 
clause authorizing the General Assembly to 
provide by law for filling unexpired terms, is 
intended to apply to the case of special elec- 
tions. There is the same necessity for all 
provisions in one case as in the other, and I 
ean see no reason for them in the case of a 
general election that does not apply equally 
ww special elections. 

. Ln this way only can all parts of the Con- 

itulion be mage to stand. 

|. The paragraph I have qtoted requires the 
returns of every clection to be transmitted 
to the Senate on the next day after the or- 
ganization of the two houses. The two 
houw-es are organized twice in every four 
years--once with the incoming regularly 
elected Governor, and once two years there- 
after. A special election may be held and 
te returns transmitied to the Senate as pro- 
viled by the Constitution, on the next day 
afier the twe houses shall have been organ- 
ized, only if the vacancy shail happen during 
the first two years of the quadrennial term. 
Hire isa solemn provision of the Constitu- 
tiomn, Whiat right has any one to say that it 
is to be ignored, especially in a case in which 
it can be obvyed to the letter, ard the power 
-to provide by law for filling unexpired 
terms stil exist. 

Truc, the power will be much restricted, as 
it will be confine! only to sueh unexpired 
terms a6 happen within the first two years of 
the quadrennial tcrm. But if the Constitu- 
tion can be obeyed in no other way, the con- 
clusion is irresistible that such was the in- 
tention of the framers of that instriment. 

A brief sketch of the history of this clause 
for filling unexpired terms, will indicate that 
this wae the probable meaning of those who 
introduced it. 

The Gubernatoria) term had long been but 
two years. The mode of making the returns, 
declaring the result, etc., was a part of the 
old Constitution and was in harmony with 
the term of office prescribed. It harmonized 
with the election, and mecting, and organiza- 
tion of the General Assembly. Under pre 
vious Constitutions there was no power to 
provide by law for filling unexpired terms by 
a special election. The term being but two 
years, it was not thought necessary to have 
an election in case of a vacancy. 

The Constitution of 1868 extended the 
term to four years, and this clause was ad- 
ded, no change being made in the mode of 
transinitting and opening the returns for the 
simpie reason that it was not intended there 
should be a special election unless the vacan- 

occurred within the first two years of the 
quadrennial term, so that the returns could 
be transmitted to the Senate on the next day 
afier the organization of the two Hovses. 
elected at the end of two years from the 
commencement of the quadrennial] term. 
There was, too, an obvious propriety in 
having this limitation of the power granted 
te staad. For, whilst there was reason 
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four, section one, paragraph three of the Con- 
stitution. That paragraph provides, not for 
making, transmitting and Opening tLe re- 
turns and declaring the result, but fixes who 
shall be ineligible to office. 
If this bill were to be signed by me, the 
anomalous case would present itself of a law 
to elect a Governor with no provision for 
tribunal to open the returns, declare the re- 
sult and announce the same. Should article 
four, section one, paragraph two, of the Con- 
stitution, apply to the case, the law would 
be that the returns are to be transmitted to 
the Senate on the day after the two Houses 
shall have been organized. This it is impos- 
sible to do, as the two Houses cannot be or- 
ganized until after the Tuesday after tle first 
Monday in November, 1872, at which tine 
the regular quadrennial clection for Governor 
takes piace. 
For these reasons I refuse to sanction the 
bill and respectfully return it.
